When we stop for a moment to take a sort of 
national inventory we begin to sec at once why our 
progress and prosperity and our purchasing ability are 
the wonder and admiration of the world. For in- 
stance: a report recently made public by -he Depart- 
ment of Commerce at Washington shows that dur- 
ing the past ten years the Amcrican people have pur- 
chased radio sets to the number of more than 13,000.- 
000, iceless refrigerators to the extent of 1,250,000, 
over 5,000,000 power washing machines and more 
than 8,000,000 vacuum cleaners. This taken in con- 
junction with the great number of automobiles bough. 
for pleasure during the past decade gives one some 
sort of a faint idea of what is going on in America. 

But not only have our comforis and conveniences | 
as a people increased in the past generation. We have| 
become more affluent in o-her ways. Since 1880 and: 
up to and including the year 1927 our bank deposits | 
increased more than 23 times. Enrollment in the m4 
lic schools had increased nearly 300 percent since |

Our manufac.uring industries have increased a 
great deal too. Back in 1880 nearly half of our ¢x-; 


ports consisted of foodstuffs while in 1927 the pro-| 
portion was a little less than 19 percent. Our exports | 
of manufactured products increased at the safe time 
from 15 percent to 42 percent of the whole. But it 1s 
to be remembered while the amount of food stuffs eXx- | 
ported to the whole was less in 1927 its value was a 
great deal more. But at the same time our imports | 
of foodstuffs and manufactured articles decreased | 
in proportion while cur imports of raw matcrials In- | 
creased, this again indicating the development of our 
manufactures. 
But to sum up, and most important of all, is the’ 
fact that during the past 50 years our national wealth | 
has increased sevenfold while our total population | 
has been doubling. This gives a better idea of how’ 
our wealth has been increasing. That his increasca | 
wealth is not concentrated in a few hands is cvi- | 
denced by the great purchases of radios, automobiles | 
and of other equipment for the home and for the | 
pleasure of the individual and again by the great in- 
crease in life insurance and savings accounts. 
_ Asa matter of fact the average wage earncr to- | 
day has more comforts and conveniences than were | 
possessed by the man of wealth 50 years ago. This is 
due in part to the fact that the total of comforts and | 
conveniences have so increased during the past half | 
century and to the additional fact that our Americati | 
system has cnabled our wage carners to have h-ga. 
wages and steady employment so that they may pur- 
chase comforts which are regarded as luxuries. Ih 
Europe these comforts are beyond the reach of the, 
working people. ‘This very system of high wages and | 
steady employment has so increased the demand for; 
our goods, and consequently so increased production, | 
that the cost of living has been lowered in many di- 
rections while wages were going up. Here is a con- | 
dition which was regarded as impossible to ane 
by European economists and it has proved time and 
again that America is on the ‘ight track. Old Man 
Poverty may not be cntirely eliminated during the 
next generation but he 1s in for a terrific lot of punish- 
ment.
